This of itself will require 
every minute of the time Congress will have to spare if the appropria- 
tion bills should go through without unusual debate, but as attempts 
will certainly be made to tack on numerous “improvement” appro- 
priations at the coming session, it may be taken for granted that the 
debate on each of these measures will be prolonged. 

The matters properly coming under the heading of ‘Roosevelt 
policies, ~—-those that very likely will be recommended by President 
Vaft—-will include those ‘that have to do with amendments to the 
anti-trust law, amendments to the Hepburn interstate commerce act, 
legislation defining cases in which preliminary injunctions may issue, 
a daw requiring interstate railroads to adopt safety devices, measures 
of conservation and reclamation and forest preservation, and a law 
lor the reorganization of the public land system.

The government up to the present time has spent $12,700,000 
on unprovements of the Mississippi river between St. Lous and 
Cairo, and the expenditure on this 200 miles reach wall continue 
under present arrangements at the rate of $250,000 a year. Other 
sections of the river have been improved at a like cost, and, presum- 
ably, to a like extent. The annual report of the chief of govern 
ment engineers says that ‘a partial permanent improvement” of the 
river trom St. Louis to Cairo has been accomplished with a mini 
mum depth of eight feet, except in two places, and of six teet 
between St. Louis and the mouth of the Illinois. 

This, of course, is far from being a ship channel, but with eight 
or even six feet of water in the Mississippi, it should be an easy 
matter to demonstrate to the satisfaction ot the country that shallow 
water alone stands in the way of building up a great freight tratie 
there. No doubt, if the country were convinced of the necessity 
of a deeper channel for the Alississippi in order that tts carrying 
business might be increased, precedent would be disregarded and 
an appropriation to cover the improvement would be made. But the 
business now being carried by the Mississippi does not Justify even 
past expenditures. The cities and the states directly interested in 
the navigation of the river,-1f they are wise, will make use of the 
present channel by placing treighters of the proper character in the 
local and through trade. ‘[his, at all events, is the nearest and it 
seems at present to be the only way to government assistance. 

The proposal that the government issue borids in aid of the 
Mississippi fourteen-foot channel improvement can hardly succeed 
at this time, even if it could be made clear that a fourteen-foot 
channel would attract more business to the stream than an eight-foot 
channel. The reason is that the Mississippi river is not the only 
stream or the only deep waterway -enterprise demanding attention 
and looking for federal aid. This river alone would require a bond 
issue of about $100,000,000, A measure granting this could hardly 
be carried through except by what 1s known as a “pork barrel” 
arrangement. Other enterprises would seek aid in return for that 
which their promoters were willing to give the Mississippi river 
scheme. A bond tissue to cover the cost of all the deep-waterway 
and canal projects now secking federal assistance would amount to 
fully half a billion dollars. If there were no other reason, this alone 
sees enough to halt the fourteen-foot movement for the present,

Some of the steel companies which already 
have increased their disbursements to stockholders are expected to 
make a still larger distributaon next year. And their prospects seem 
to warrant the hope. 

\n interesting development of the week was the report issued 
by the department of commerce and labor of the cotton exports for 
last month. The figures show that the exports of cotton for October 
exceeded in value those of any earlier month in the history of the 
trade. The total value of the shipments was $80,853,350, an 
increase of at least $9,000,000 over the largest previous record. This 
big increase is due both to the high prices prevailing for the article 
and the larger quantities shipped. The experts of cotton have been 
increasing more rapidly the past few years than those of any other of 
our natural products. 

The high prices prevailing for cotton and the cereal crops invite 
the development of a larger area of land and the more expert cultiva- 
tion of that now employed. Much progress tm this direction has 
been made with the help of the department of agriculture, and it is 
gratifying to know that greater interest is being awakened both in 
the United States and Canada in the farming industry.

FOR MOTOR USE. 


Various Kinds Are Tried | 


With Indifferent Result as 
‘ar as Resist-Wear Quality 


Is Concerned. 
All builders 
irving to devise : 
motor traflic, writes Ernest Flagg in the 
Century Magazine. Many new methods | 
have been tried, with varving deyrees of 
success, but none of them seems to be | 
perfectly satisfactory. If broken stone | 
is to form the wearing surface, then 
some means must be found to hold the 
binding particles so firmly that they 
cannot sucked out, and sufficient | 
strength must be given to the mass td) 
enable it to withstand the sliding action | 
of the wheels at bends and turns. Sev- 
eral kinds of tar macadam answer fairly | 
well, but they are expensive. 

It seems that the most promising kind 
of road for heavy automobile traffic’ is 
what is called Durax in England. It is 
au pavement of three-inch irregular cubes | 
of hard stone, laid in-small segments of | 
circles, These stones can be cut by ma- 
chinery, and are comparatively inexpen- 
sive; they are laid without grout, but | 
there seems to be no reason for its omis- | 
sion, except the cost. Great quantities | 
of this kind of pavement have been laid 
in Germany.
